from $37,557 Federal Grant to Pottstown

Pottstown School district will he able to 
start a program to aid culturally deprived 
pupils and expand its elementary library 
facilities because of the receipt of $37,537.87 
from the federal government. 
Dr. H. Dale Winger, superintendent of 
schools, said the money was made available 
by the passage of the Elementary 
and 
Secondary Education act. 


He said the bulk of It, 129,583, will be 
used in the establish meat of Learning 
Improvement centers to aid culturally 
deprived children, 


'"‘Hie instruction to< be provided in these 
centers is outside the realm of a. schools 
usual ae'twlties,** Dr. Winger said, “ but they 
•re needed,'* 
“ 'Because of their backgrounds 
many 
pupils with good minds are behind the 


moment they step into a classroom. Some­ 
times when they see they can’t compete, 
they give up," he explained. 
“ We hope this program will prevent this." 


TH E CHILDREN to be aided come from 
low income families, have a low learning rate, 
arc two years below grade level in reading 
ability 
and have shown evidence of social 
or emotional problems. 
To aid them, the school district will set 
op centers where they will receive small 
group and individual instruction in reading, 
the basic learning skill. 


Those with emotional problems will 
receive counseling. Parents also will be 
drawn into the counseling program. 


Medical and dental services will be pro­ 
vided for the youngsters. 


“ The program will be kicked off this 
Bummer, Dr. Winger said, with the establish­ 
ment of two centers—one at Jefferson Ele­ 
mentary school and the other at West End 
Elementary.” 
“ The 100 pupils will be. divided into 
groups. They will attend two hour periods of 
instruction two days a week and Friday will 
be set aside for individual instruction, parent 
conferences and counseling,” he said. 
The superintendent said that parochial 
school 
children will 
be 
included 
in 
the 
services. 


On July 1, Dr. Winger revealed, the 
district will receive another $35,200 which 
will enable it to 
carry the program 
through the 1966-67 school year. 


The program will require at least seven 
employes. 
They are 
a 
fulltime 
reading 
teacher and project coordinator; a fulltime 


guidance counselor, a parttime psychiatrist, 
a parttime psychologist, a parttime psy­ 
chiatric 
social worker and two parttime 
reading teachers 
Sixty-six hundred dollars has been set 
aside to pay the instructional persone!; an­ 
other $3200 for emotional aid and $700 for 
medical and dental services. 
Teaching supplies will cost $6800. while 
$1483 will be spent for classroom equipment. 


Eight thousand doltars has been set 
aside for transportation. Dr. Winger said 
he hopes that a SO passenger school bus 
can be bought for this purpose. 


During the achool year, the special in- 
ltruction will take place during regular 
school hours. 
Dr. Winger said the instruction will be 
accompanied by periodic evaluation of the 
pupil's progress. 


Also provided in the program is $2500 for 
Library expansion. 


This will be used hand in hand with 
the expansion of the elementary libraries 
made possible by the other $7975.87 fed­ 
eral grant. 


Dr. Winger said libraries were set up 
in Franklin. Jefferson and Lincoln Element­ 
ary schools last year and will be enlarged 
.with the funds. 
A mobile library will be started to service 
pupils in the other elementary schools. 
“ Lack of space prevents us from putting 
libraries in these other schools,” Dr. Winger 
said. 
He said that the district will receive an­ 
other grant for the same amount on July 1 
to continue the program through the school 
year.

A Betrayal 


'T ’HE Schuylkill Valley Highway association 
was organized, its founders said, to im­ 
prove transportation in this entire area. It 
wooed Pottstown as a member, and it accept­ 
ed as members the Coventry's, Limerick,. 
Royersford. Spring City and others. 
There was strong suspicion it was dedi­ 
cated to Phoenixville first, Chester county 
second, and the entire area last. 
Despite the tentative plans for the 
Schuylkill Expressway extension includ­ 
ed an expensive provision for a Phoe­ 
nix ville spur, a tiein with Route 22, and 
an interchange for Spring City and Roy­ 
ersford, the Schuylkill Valley Highway 
association beefed, it favored an exten­ 
sion route in Chester county which would 
have accomplished nothing that the State 
plan didn't provide. 
This group continued to woo Pottstown. 
with the suspect contention that Pottstown 
would profit no matter which side of the 
Schuylkill became home for the highway. 
What has Pottstown got against a widened 
Route 724 from Phoenixville to Kenilworth? 
This will serve its industry, they said. The 
speech was heard more than. once. 
a a a 
The Schuylkill Valley Highway associa­ 
tion. maintained vociferously that it rep­ 
resented an area, not a town or a county. 
Rut it ended this pretense last week 
when it refused to adopt a resolution ask­ 
ing the State to restore the Royersford- 
to-Pottstown section of the expressway 
extension. 
There is the expectation that the State 
will see the lm.port.ance of the Pottstown spur 
despite the Schuylkill Valley Highway as­ 
sociation snub. 
The show of solidarity in Montgomery 
county is impressive and the Schuylkill Val­ 
ley Highway association is no 
mountain- 
moving force. But it is bestowed with the re­ 
sponsibility of representing all its members, 
and it betrayed its members in Limerick, in 
the Coventrys, and all tip and down the line 
when it declined to pass the resolution. 


Actually, the shocker of the whole affair 
is that a resolution favoring completion of 
'the extensión could not possibly hurt the 
Schuylkill Valley Highway association. It 
would be a gesture, little more. Since the 
group deliberately avoided passing a resolu­ 
tion its entire purpose Is throw n open to sus­ 
picion. 
It could be said with conviction, under 
these circumstances, that the Schuylkill 
Valley Highway association may well be 
dedicated to hurting Pottstown and Mont- 
gomery county. In its greed to make 
Phoenixville the center of the next eo* 
centric urban growth ring, it seems 
anxious to leave all points north and west 
out of the picture. 
It is not a very pretty picture of munici­ 
pal affairs in the Schuylkill valley. 


Action Now! Not Later! 
I F POTTSTOWN is chasing away potential 
residents by refusing to allow apartm ent 
house construction, because there’s no pro­ 
vision in the law for such buildings, then 
this should be remedied at once. 
The remedy should not come two years 
from now, or next year, but right away! 
It is a sad commentary that Pottstown 
is rejecting construction that not only 
would be utilitarian, not only beautiful, 
not only ridding the town of eyesores, but 
also revenue-producing for borough and 
school district alike. 
There is a contention by the zoning 
board that there’s no provision in 'the zoning: 
code for such apartment buildings. The 
board says it plans to remedy this by mak­ 
ing a survey — one that may take years, as 
all these surveys take years. 
This isn’t, good enough. Borough council 
can remedy the situation at once. Let its 
legal council prepare amendments to the 
zoning law, let council act at once. We can­ 
not move forward by standing still. It is up 
to a progressive borough council to enact ’ 
progressive laws!

This case is typical of 11.900 lives which 
were snuffed out last year by fires!

Federal Spending 
Cut Voted by C of C

Busi.nessmen-d.elegat.es to the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce con­ 
vention voted 18 to 1 Wednesday 
for reduced federal, spending, in­ 
stead of a tax increase, as an 
anti-inflation measure. 
But the businessmen indicated 
in an opinion poll that if there is 
to be an income tax increase, 
they would overwhelmingly fa­ 
vor imposing the boost on both 
corporations 
and 
individuals 
rather than on either group of 
taxpayers alone. 
And the 543 delegates who 
responded voted 217 to 114 in 
favor of a broadly based gener­ 
al excise tgg rather than an in­ 
crease in federal income taxes. 
But 212 delegates said neither is 
needed. 
The informal poll represented 
the views of only about one- 
sixth of the 3.218 voting dele­ 
gates attending the 54th annual 
meeting and did not represent 
any declaration of policy by the 
country’s biggest business or­ 
ganization. 
* « * 
However, the delegates did 
take an official stand on a score 
of issues. And they affirmed 
unanimously their opposition to 
President. Johnson’s program of 
voluntary restriction on private 
foreign investment as a long- 
range 
balance 
of 
payments 
remedy. 
The chamber declared that 
corrective steps should, 'be di­ 
rected 
to 
“ expansion 
rather 
than restriction of world trade 
and investm ent." 'The gathering 
urged that business “ not be 
asked or required to conduct its 
operations for a protracted peri­ 
od” in ways that do not keep 
American companies fully com­ 
petitive with foreign firms. 
By unanimous voice 
votes, 
also, the cham ber reaffirmed 
some traditional positions, in­ 
cluding support of right-to-work 
laws which bar union, shop con­ 
tracts. They opposed automatic 
increases in Social Security ben­ 
efits, federally fixed standards 
for

—Endorsement 
of

posed new cabinet-level depart­ 
ment of transportation despite 
some “ nays” by delegates who 
said they fear the departm ent 
would someday acquire regula­ 
tory powers despite the bill's 
provision that it be a coordinat­ 
ing agency only.

By a close vote, the resolution 
escaped tabling, but delegates 
adopted it: only after adding an 
amendment w-hich provided that 
the policy would stand pending 
a membership referendum to be 
taken by mail.

TURIN, Italy ÍAP) — The 
Soviet Union and Italy’* Fiat 
Automobile Co. signed an agree­ 
ment Wednesday for a plant in 
the U.S.S.R, to tu.ru out 2,000 
cars a day. The deal was do 
acribed in business circles as 
the biggest ever made by the 
Russians with a private con­ 
cern. 
Fiat headquarters announced 
the signing and said it marked 


the successful conclusion of ne­ 
gotiations that have been going 
on here with a Soviet mission 
the past two weeks. 
The plant for assembling Fiat 
cars inside the Soviet Union la 
expected to carry a 2320-million 
price tag. 
A 27-man mission led by Alex­ 
ander M. Tarasov, the Soviet 
government’s leading 
automo­ 
bile expert, got to Italy on April 
15 to discuss the planned ac­ 
cord. 
Sources close to the Soviet del­ 
egation said then that the two 
sides had in mind the opening of j 
a plant outside Jaroslav, on the 
Volga 
River, for turning out 
more than 600,000 autos annual­ 
ly by 1970. 
The sources said tie model

TOKYO CAP) - The army 
paper of Red China reported 
Wednesday there is a rebellious 
group in the Chinese Communist 
party and the survival of Mao 
Tzc-tung’s ideology is at stake.

Negro Candidates 
Gain Spots for 
Primary Runoff 
BIRMINGHAM. Ala. (AP) — 
Negro candidates, faltering in 
late returns from Tuesday’s 
Democratic primary, apparent-! 
ly have gained runoff spots in at 
least six legislative races and 12 
contests for county offices. 
But complete official returns 
Wednesday reversed the only 
apparent nomination of a Negro 
for an Alabama House seat in 
Tuesday’s Democratic primary 
The official count put the can­ 
didate, attorney Frd D. Gray of 
Tuskegee. into a runoff against 
a white opponent. Gray was 531 
votes short of a majority over 
his two white opponents — a 
sharp reversal from the 206-vote 
edge reported Tuesday night in 
unofficial returns. 
Gray polled 8.318 votes to Bill 
Neville’s 5,820 and a third can­ 
didate got 3,029 in the race for 
the House seat. The three-coun­ 
ty district includes Gov. George ¡ 
C. Wallace's home town. 
Two Negro candidates for the* 
second House seat from that 
district were defeated by the 
white incumbent.

Negroes apparently emerged1' 
in runoff spots for four House 
seats from Jefferson County — 
Birmingham — and one .in, "Mo­ 
bile.Tnere were 12 Negroes run­ 
ning for the legislature in the 
first major political push under 
the 1965 Civil Rights Act which 
helped double Alabama’s Negro 
vote — estimated at 230,000 or 
20 per cent of the electorate. 
Negro candidates apparently 
were headed for runoffs in five 
races for county sheriff — a key 
political power post in rural Al­ 
abama. 
Complete but unofficial re­ 
turns indicated runoffs for sher 
iff in Hale, Perry, Maconaod 
Bullock counties. The second 
primary will be May 31. 
Runoffs also appeared certain 
in Perry County races for tax 
collector and two seats on the 
governing body. Negroes faced 
second primary battles for 
similar offices in several other 
counties.

In Choctaw County, the Rev. 
L. I. Spears, a Negro, came 
within six votes of winning nom­ 
ination to the County Commis­ 
sion, the governing body, in a 
battle with, two white opponents. 
The Rev. Mr. Spears polled 910 
votes to his opponents’ com­ 
bined 916. 
The Rev. Oby Scott Jr., a 
brother-in-law of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., ran first in a 
race with two white men for tax 
collector in Perry County. He 
faces a runoff. 
In other races, Negro candi­ 
dates lost or returns were still 
too fragmentary to be conclu­ 
sive. Sheriff William Lee of 
Greene County defeated Negro 
civil rights worker Thomas Gil­ 
more and obviously won heavy 
Negro support.

Katzenbach Sees 
Compliance With 
Law on Housing 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Atty. 
Gen. Nicholas Katzenbach pre 
dieted Wednesday there would 
be widespread voluntary com­ 
pliance with a federal law ban­ 
ning racial discrimination in 
housing. 
Calling the issue, "in sub­ 
stance, the freedom to live," 
Katzenbach denied the conten 
tion of Senate Republican Lead­ 
er Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois 
that the administration’s pro­ 
posal to make all housing avail­ 
able to anyone who can pay for 
it is unconstitutional. 
"I have no doubt whatsoever 
as to its constitutionality," he 
said. Katzenbach testified at the 
opening of House Judiciary sub­ 
committee hearings on the 
fourth major civil rights bill in 
five years. 
The attorney general also pre­ 
dicted 
that 
Dirksen 
would 
change his mind. "We want Sen. 
Dirksen’s support," he said. "I 
think we will get Sen. Dirksen's 
support. He is a very reasonable 
man." 
In his discussion of other sec­ 
tions of the bill, Katzenbach 
said a provision aimed at end­ 
ing racial discrimination in fed­ 
eral and state court juries 
would nullify laws in six states 
that regulate jury service by 
women. 
They would be those in Ala- , 
bama, Mississippi and South 
Carolina, which exclude women 
from jury service, he said; and 
those in Florida, Louisiana and 
New Hampshire, which require 
women to take steps not re­ 
quired of men to sign up for 
jury service. 
Katzenbach said his predic­ 
tion that the housing industry 
would largely support a ban on 
racial discrimination was based 
on experience gained under the 
1964 Civil Rights Act provision 
barring discrimination in places 
of public accommodation. 
‘ Before it was passed,” he 
said, "restaurant owners said 
they would be happy to serve 
Negroes but if they did, they 
would lose their white clientele 
unless everyone else was In the 
same boat.” 
With all restaurants covered 
by the law, he said, compliance 
has been widespread, with only 
about 40 cases being taken to 
the courts. 
Katzenbach said the main op­ 
position to desegregated housing 
comes from the builders, land­ 
lords, real estate brokers and 
those who provide mortgage 
money — not the individual 
homeowner. Their position is 
based on fear of financial loss, 
not racial prejudice, he said. 
"If all those in the housing 
industry are hound by a univer­ 
sal law against discrimination,” 
he said, "there will be no eco­ 
nomic peril to any one of 
them ."

CHICAGO (AP) — Entertain­ 
er Dick Gregory was sentenced 
to five months in the Cook 
county jail and fined $1400 on 
charges of resisting arrest and 
of battery during a civil rights 
demonstration June 11, 1965. 
Magistrate Maurice Wr, Lee in 
Circuit Court, in passing sen- 
- fence on the Negro comedian, 
said although Gregory contend­ 
ed he was exercising his consti­ 
tutional right “no one has the 
right to break the law.” 
Gregory’s attorney, Jean Wil­ 
liams. asked the magistrate to 
perm.it a. stay in the jail sen­ 
tence. Lee denied the request. 
Mrs. Williams then said that she 
would appeal the verdict to the 
Illinois Supreme Court and that 
“even the most wanton crimi­ 
nal” is granted a stay in such a 
case, 
Mrs., Williams also argued 
that “it would be expedient to 
have Gregory” out of circula­ 
tion during the forthcoming 
election, “campaign. ” 
Gregory was convicted in a 
jury trial April 22 on two 
charges each of battery and re­ 
sisting arrest. He was accused' 
of biting the police during his 
arrest and the arrests of some 
220 other demonstrators who 
were protesting against the ad­ 
ministration of School Supt.
